Taking Out the Dead of New Tork 's 


Sunday Morning Horror. 


Nine Bodies Removed From the Debris 
of the Burned Hotel. 


THE LIST GROWS APPALLING AS THE 
WORK PROGRESSES. 


Sixty-One People Still Unaccounted For 
and Twenty-Four Injured at the Hos- 


pitals—Startling Incigents of the Ca- 
lamity—Escapes That Were Almost 


Miraculous—How the Fire Started— 
—Heroic Rescuers. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Smoking ruins and 
‘seged walls to-day mark the site of the Ho- 
yy tel Royal, at Sixth avenue and Fortieth 
street, the burning of which was reported in 
the Post- DISPATCH, and in no other St. Louis 
paper on Sunday morning. The destruction 
of this hotel will go on record as one of the 
most appalling calamities that has ever be- 
fallen New York City. The building was five 
stories in height and contained 124 rooms. 
Careful examination of the hotel register 
end the journal, which was furnished by 
\irbt Clerk Underwood, shows that the num- 
ber of persons in the building when the fre 
broke out was 152. Of these nineare known 
tobe dead. Eighty-one were rescued by the 
fremen, assisted by citizens,before the walls 
collapsed and sixty-one are still missing.

FIREMEN FEARLESS OF DANGER. 

The firemen think there were seventy-five 
2 inthe windows when they got there. 

© majority of these were women. The 
men attached tothe engine companies de- 
serted their engines and dashed to the ald of 
the men on the trucks, who were strugglin 
with the ols ladders. Someof them seize 
scaling ladders and swung them up to the 
coping of the first floor and clambered up 
them and dragged more ladders after them. 
In two minutes, witnesses say, the whole 
fourth sto of the house was literally 
covered with ladders, and on each were 
men, who clambered in at the windows in 
the face of the smoke and flames. 

They clamored out again, each bearing a 
woman or a man in his arms, and began their 
perilous descent. Notone met with an acci- 
dent. The men with the ladders on the Sixth 
avenue side had nosuch luck. The people 
there were more panic-stricken and harder 
tomanage. Probably the delay had a good 
déal to do with tnis. The first big ladder that 
the fremen started to put up got away from 
them and crashed back on the Elevated Rat 
road. It took them three minutes to get 
it n place, and in that time the flames 
were gainin fearful headway and 
were burning through the walls and doors 
into the rooms. When the ladder was in 
Place a dozen firemenand almost as many 
poscamen dashed upand leaped off on the 

alcony at the first floor and into the win- 
dows at the second and third floors. Police- 
man Daniel Glenn was one of the first back 
on the ladder with a woman in his arms. She 
had fainted. He came down haif a 
dozen rungs when a woman above him 
who had clambered onthe ladder unaided 
lost her footing and fell on him. She struck 
him when he wasona level with the third 
floor, and the force of the fall knocked loose 
his hold. All three fell to the pavement. 
Glenn's left shoulder was broken. The 
women received bruises, but were not se- 
riousiy hurt. Another woman fell on a fire- 
man who was bearing a woman and child to 
the ground, and they fellallina heap. They 
also escaped serious injury. The ladders 
reached only to the third floor at first. One 
that touched the fourth floor was put up 
finally, and men and women were carried 
down that. 

These scenes were repeated on every floor 
and all sides of the 3 ry | building. From 
nearly every window the fire leaped out al- 
most to the railroad track on the Sixth ave- 
nue side and across the street singed the 
trees on the Fortieth street side. Nota drop 
of water had been put on the fre. The men 
had been too busy saving life to think of 
property. Now the engines booked on to 
the hydrants. Chief Bonner had sent 
out athird alarm almost the instant 
he arrived. That called ten engines. 
Then streams were quickly at work, but 
there was no checking the flames, which had 
been busy at least half an hour. Soon the 
Fortieth street wall bulged in, and then the 
whole northwest corner of the Dullding; the 
whole roof went with it. Fifteen minutes 
later all that was left standing of the Sixth 
avenue side was a jagged piece of wall less 
than feet long, and about as much was heft 
of the Fortteth street front. The building 
was in ruins, andthe only work seeming to 
be done was the taking out of the dead. 


SEARCHING FOR BODIES. 


DELVING AMONG THE RUINS FOR THE VICTIMS 
OF THE CALAMITY. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Despite the fact that 
work of digging out the bodies of the unfortu- 
nates who lost their lives in the Hotel Royal 
was stopped temporarily at an early hour 
last evening, crowds lingered about the place 
during the night and hung on the outskirts of 
the fre lines, gazing at the Diackened and 
tottering walls. At7o’clock this morning, 
when the ghastly search was resumed, the 
crowd of the night was swelled to five times 
its size. 

The firemen at 9 o’clock this morning found 


the body ofa woman in a room on the fifth 
floor, that portion of the building still stana- 
ing on Fortieth street. A few minutes later,

Noonan bad 
been recently married and had just returned 
from an extended wedding trip. He came to 
this city yesterday to celebrate the event 
with his friends, and after a night of it went 
to the Hotel Royal and took a room on the 
fourth floor. Noonan was awakened by the 
shouts of fre and the tries for help of men 
and women in the bufiding. Fora moment 
he was dazed, Dut m an 1 he collected 
his scattered senses. He looked out in the 
hall, but there was no escape there. He 
looked out ofa window and noladder was 
near him, so he, withthe confidence of an 
athlete, swung bimself from the windowsill 
to the window below, and from one window 
to another he descended until he reached the 
ground.

STATEMENT THAT THE ENGINEER WAS DRUNK 
AND THE NIGHT CLERK ASLEEP. 


New ox, Feb. 8.—One of the scrub women 
at the Hotel Royal makes the statement that 
at 20’clock in the morning, when she left the 
Hotel Royal to go across the street to sleep, 
Engineer Hading was drunk. She saw him 
stagger, she said, and others told her that 
Hading was seen under the infivence of liquor 
earlier inthe night. The night clerk, Under- 
wood, denied this story when it was repeated 
to him. He said Harding was a steady man 
and quite sober on Saturday night. 

The chef of the house says that one of.his 
cooks may have left the grease pot on the 
stove, and that it boiled over. The burning 
fat, in that event, could have set fre tothe 


floor and wall, or Diazing to the celling, the 
fire may have started in that way. Engineer 
Hading is posttive that his furnace and 
botller were in good order, and that no burn- 
ing coals escaped. The boiler dies up an 
houranda half after the fire brokeout.

In taking out the seventh body quitea pit 
had to be dug under where the dining-room 
was and a number of other bodies were 
brought into view. Every effort was being 
made to recover these when !t was discovered 
that the wall on the Fortieth street side was 
tottering and threatening the lives of all the 
workmen and sothe search a to be sus- 
pended for a time in order that the wall 
might be torn down. As soon as this was 
done work was once more resumed. 

At 11-30 o’clock the eighth body was found 
about ten feet fromthe spot where the sev- 
enth body had been discovered. It was that 
of a woman without — about 25 years 
old and 5 feet 2 inches in beight.

Secretary Blaine Withdraws From the 
Presidential Field. 


THE “SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH’S” AN- 
WOUNCEMENT CONFIRMED. 


Ohio Republicans Ranged in Sherman and 
Foraker Camps by the Withdrawal— 
Depew Hears the News—Oalifornians 
Nonplussed—Unfavorable Foreign Crit- 
icism—Press Comment at Home. 


Waen moro, D. C., Feb. 8.—The publica- 
tion of James G. Blaine “s letters announcing 
his withdrawal from the race for President 
merely emphasises the announcement made 
in these dispatches Sunday morning. 

The Secretary of State had said to friends 
that he did not know whatactionhe would 
take, but it was known to a special few that 
the withdrawal had been determined upon, 
and the only matter to be settled was the 
selection of the day in which the public 
should be taken into the Maine statesman’s 
confidence. 

J. 8. Clarkson, Chairman of the National 
Republican Committee, called on Mr. Blaine 
Saturday night and told him that the inter- 
ests of the party demanded a definite state- 
ment of his intentions. This interview de- 
termined the selection of the time at which 
the letter was to be made public, and it was 
at once prepared. 

The important political document is as 
follows: 

WASHINGTOR, D. C., Feb. 6. 
Hon. J. S. Clarkson, Chairman of the Republican 

National Committee: 

My Dan Stn—Iam nota candidate for the presi- 
dency and my name will not go before the Repabli- 
can National Convention for the nomination. I 
make this announcement in due season. 

To those who have tendered me their support lowe 
sincere thanks and am most grateful for ther confi- 
dence. They will, lem sure, make earnest efforts 
in the approaching contest, which is rendered espec- 
fally important by reason of the industrial and finan- 
clal policies of the Government being at stake. The 
popular decision on these issuesisof great moment 


and will be of far-reaching consequence. Very sin- 
cerely yours, JAMES G. BLAINE.

Charles McElvaine Executed at Sing 
Sing To-Day. 


THE LAW VINDICATED FOR AN ATRO- 
Moos MURDER. 


History of the Man and the Crime for 
Which He Suftered — Fourteen Stab 
Wounds Found in His Victim’s Body— 
Taken Red-Handed—Trezza, the Italian 
Murderer, Saved From the Chair. 


Sino SWG, N. Y.,Feb.8.—Charies McElvaine, 
the murderer of Christian Luca, was exe- 
cuted by electricity at 11:15 this morning. 

He passed his last Sunday on earth without 
showing any signs of fear or apprehension, 
He was visited by his unmarried sister and 
Mrs. Ames Neville, another sister, and his 
wife. His two sisters showed intense grief, 
while his young wife appeared less affected. 
McElvaine was indifferent. His two sisters 
had to be led away after they said farewell to 
him, 

The last farewell with his wife and two sis- 
ters was very affecting. The women arrived 
at the prison at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon. 
They were taken to the condemned man’s 
cella few minutes later. Mc¥Elvaine’s wife is 
not over 25 years ofage, with fair hair and 
rosy cheeks. The elder sister, Mrs, Agnes 
Neville of Brooklyn, is a tall woman with 
slender figure and a kindly face. . She was in 
deep mourning, while Mrs. McElvaine wore 
a Diack dress and plush coat, and hada biue 
bow in her hat. The younger sister is only 
about 16 years old. The women remained 
with McElvaine five hours. 

When they left him to take the 9:5 train to 
the city all were weeping, but Mrs. Neville 
seemed the least affected. McElvaine was 
slightly moved when his wife and sisters said 
farewell for the last time, but ho soon re- 
gained his usuai composure. 

McElvaine slept soundly until 6 o’clock this 
morning. Heatea light breakfast and spent 
some time with Father Creeden in prayer. 
After the priest left Keeper Connaughton en- 
tered the cell and asked if McElvaine wanted 
anything. 

No, I’m all right,“ said McElvaine. ‘‘I 
feel first rate. I'm ready to go at any time. 
THE EXECUTION. 

Atthree minutes before 11 o’clock Warden 
Brown calledin the guard stationed at the 
mainentranceand gave his instructions not 
to allow any one to pass the dead line for any 
purpose except the witnesses, a little group 
of whom stood just outside in the roadway. 
These witnesses went into the prison and 
the doors were locked on them. This 
was the signal that the time for 
the excution was near at hand. McElvaine 
went to his death — When he was 
brought into the room he looked quickly 
about and then fixed his eyes on the chair. 
At a sign from the chief keeper he walked 
over to it unfllnchingly and sat down. Then 
he stared straight ahead of him asthe deputy 
quickly adjusted the straps and drew them 
tight As the face stra was adjusted 
McElvaine grew excited and shouted ‘‘Let her 
go. instantly the current of 1,700 volts was 
turned on and McElvaine was silenced. 
Steam began to rise from the 
salt water in the sponges on the electrodes. 
The duration of contact was forty-five sec- 
onds. In a few seconds after the current was 
cut off by Dr. MacDonaid, froth issued from 
the mouth and aimost simultaneously there 
was a quick gurgling exhalation, and as 
quick a recovery, like a person strangling, by 
water going the wrong way. The current was 
at once reapplied and continued for forty- 
five seconds, when the doctors examined the 
wrist for pulsations, but there was none, and 
after examination by all the doctors present, 
the subject was declared dead—which Is to 
say that all consciousness was dead, and the 
muscular reflexes had ceased. 

THE DEATH CHAIR. 

McElvaine came into the chamber with 
patents, himself carrying before him a cruct- 

x and murmuring prayers. The chair used 
was one never before employed. On each side, 
at the arms, wasa jar intowhichthe hands 
were immersed in a solution of salt. The 
arms were strapped at elbowsand wrists, 
and the contact at the head was made on the 
forehead. An electrode, as in previous 
cases here, was present for use on the le in 
case of failure or mishapat the other points 
of contact. The first. contact was made 
through hands and head, the second through 
the head and calf of the left leg.

TOUGHEST MAN IN SING SING. 

The ‘*tougbest man in Sing sing! was the 
name that McEIvaine gained for himself with 
his keepers in the prison. He used tobe 
sullen, ugly and defiant, and 
when he first entered the pris- 
oner was openly rebellious. One day he 
broke his bedstead, and when a Keeper en- 
tered the cell the murderer Knocked him 
down with one of the iron legs to the bed. it 
took three mento subdue the man, and asa 
punishment he was kept ina dark cell for 
several days. He has had several quarrels 
with guards and keepers, as well 
as with his fellow con s. 
When Wood who was executed last 
July, passed McElvaine’s cell on his way to 
the death chair, McKElvaine cried out to him:

OREDENTIAL AND OTHER BLANKS SENT 
* OUT WITHOUT AUTHORITY. 


President Matt O. Reynolds and Secretary 
TL. NM. Hall Denounce the Action—The 
Delegates Selected by the Filley Olubs 
to Be Challenged atthe Convention— 
Prospect of a Big Row Over the Creden- 
tiale—Political Matters. 


In his Gesire to get control of the State 
Republican League Convention which meets 
pext Friday at Sedalia, Boss Filley has re- 
sorted to practices that have caused much 
indignation in the party ranks. The officials 
ot the State League do not charge Mr. Filley 
with forgery outright, but they do say that 
he has acted in a decidedly high- 
handed way and that his methods 
will be. given some attention when 
the convention opens next Friday. 
From all accounts ‘‘de ole man’’ has been 
playinga desperate game. He has flooded 
the State with circulars setting forth that he 
has done more for the Republican party in 
Missouri than all his opponents combined. 
Hie attacks the Silk Stocking element and 
winds up with an appeal for the orgdniza- 
tion of new Republican clubs. If be had 
stopped there the league organization of the 
State would not care, but he did not. The 
claim is made that he deliberately 
went to work, copied the official 
papers of the league, put 
A counterteit of the official stamp on each 
sheet and sent them out with his circulars. 
With the collection sent to each person he 
inclosed a credential blank to de used in 
sending the names of the delegates from the 
newly organtsed clubs to Secretary L. M. 
Hall. The blanks are similar in 
almost every respect to the of- 
ficial papers. The only difference 
noticeable isin the seal of the league. Sec- 
retary Hall recently had a rubber stamp 
made to impress the seal of the league on 
the papers not bearing the wood-cut impres- 
sion. The rubber stamp was a perfect fac 
simile of the official button of the league. 
The stamp used on the blanks scattered 
broadcast by Filley was similar, with 
one exception. The letter 8“ in the 
lower part of the button was shaped differ- 
ently from that on the official stamp, but at 
the same not one in 100 outside of the Officials 
ofthe organization would notice the differ- 
ence. As a result of Filley’s work new clubs 
have been organized rightand left and have 
gent In the names of delegates on the Filey 
blanks. These delegates wili de- 
mand admission to the convention 
and if they got in there, they will support 
de ole man“ in any move he may make. 

ENTIRELY UNAUTHORIZED. 

President Reynolds and Secretary Hall 
learned of Mr. Filley’s performance some 
days ago, when his blanks began coming in 
to the headquarters of the ague in the 
Oriel Building. While giving the matter their 
attention they were amazed to receive a 
package of Filley’s literature containing the 
unauthorized copies of the stationery. The

SECRETARY HALL TALKS. 

The official league button is to be worn 
by any Member or any league club who de- 
Sires to do so. The use of it on league 
stationery is tostamp its official character. 
It would not be improper for any league 
club regularly enrolled to use it on its own 
club stationery so long asthe club name ap- 
pears showing it to be for club use only. The 
use of it in any other way is at least improper 
and unauthorized. Mr.Filley is simply a mem- 
ber ofa league club and has no other official 
connection with the league than any other 
one of its 100,000 members. Why he has seen 
fit to duplicate my blanks and even to dupli- 
cate my official stamp I do not pretend to 
know. Any Republican in the State, in- 
cluding Mr. Filley, can secure bianks at my 
headquarters any time without charge. For

In accordance with/the above, on the 22d 
May of June, 1891, the Insurance Department 
was placed in charge of the books, records, 
etc., Of this company, and remained in 
charge until the 4th day of January, 1892. 
There are many reasons why it seems not 
onlg proper, but necessary, to review with 
you the Insurance Department’s findings. 


First—No corresponding test has ever been 


applied to the life insurance business, and 
the results ought to be presented to you, not 
Only without prejudice, but from the com- 
pany’s point of view, and tome it seems to 
be clear that the only way to achieve this is 
by ersonal statement. I do not mean 
by this to reflect in any way on 
vour sources of information hitherto.” I 
say that no corresponding test has ever been 
applied to the business of life insurance; by 
thisI mean no investigation by a State in- 
surance department has ever been made of a 
company whose assets and general business 
reached corresponding: proportions. Since 
any test has been applied to the conduct of 
this business results have been achieved 
which a Tew years ago seemed impossible. 
The horizon has expanded and Cuties and re- 
sponsibilities have fallen upon me and the 
executive officers of this company, and of 
nearly all other life insurance companies, 
which, if not new itn kind, are so much 
greater in degree, as to constitute almost a 
new world of experience in our dust 
ness. The investigation just closed has, 
therefore, been remarkable for this as 
Well as for other reasons, and be- 
— question in addition to its proportions, 


as been the most searching and merciless 


inquiry ever madein the executive office of 
A life insurance company. The central fact 
in such investigation is, and must be, the in- 
tegrity ofthe assets of the company. The 
figures of the inquiry were brought down to 
June 380, 1891, and the Insurance Depart- 
ment’s general statement is as follows: As- 
Sets, $120,710,690.64; liabilities, $106,002,014.81; 
gross surplus on policy-holders’ account, 
$14, 708,675. 83. 


The Superintendent of Insurance well said 


in commenting on the above: 


Those interested may be assured that 


this conclusion is correct and trustworthy.’’ 


These words will bear reading a second 


time. They mean something different from 
a Casual statement of financial responsibility 
ofthe business world. They could be used 
only after our assets had been subjected to a 
test, which might seem from many points 
of view unnecessarily severe, but which 
from the nature of business, andthe sacred 
character of its trust, is unquestionably wise. 
The superintendent, therefore, means that 
all doubtful items were eliminated, that our 
opinions were necessarily ignored: that dis- 
interested opinion was the standard, and 
that we were obliged to plead before a bar 
where mitigating circumstances were ruled 
out of evidence. 


After such a test I may be allowed to 
offer my congratulations to our membership 
on the result and to state that the other ex- 
ecutive officers of the company, 
myself, share with you in the satisfaction of 
So greatan achievement. Idesire personally 
to emphasize my congratulations on this 
particularand most important view ofthe 
report. It would have been unnatural, I 
think, if the idea of myself and associates 
of the aggregate value of the assets of this 
company as expected in our last annual 
statement had differed toa considerable de- 
ee from the idea of the gentleman who

The department’s estimate of the 
value of our property is approximately 80 
per cent, while the associate Ogures for the 
purpose of taxation are little more than 50 
per cent of its book value. As the — 1 
who appraised our home omce bullding. has 
never made an appraisal of the value of the 
Equitable’s home office building we can 
hardly draw a conclusion from that basis, 
but figuring from the value placed open it by 
the assessor its total value would be ap- 
proximately $7,600,000. Ifthe dook value of 
Our home office was accepted at par, I cite 
these figures as strongly bringing out the 
truth of my suggestion concerning Opinions 
as to real estate value. Everyone is 
familiar with the eminent success of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
and no one would be so absurdly unjust to 
that company as to allege a loss on this one 
parcel of real estate of $7,500,000, or indeed 
any loss at all. From the power holder’s 
view, therefore, it is not worthy of your con- 
sideration, that in this case, a in 
the matter of the Plaza Hotel, the 
loss alleged is after all perhaps a mat- 
ter of opinion. In fact 1 could cite you 
good authority on real estate values in New 
York, who will place on our home office 
building a valuation in excess of its cost. 
There are many reasons why this estimate 
would be conservative. In the first place, 
the real estate was urchased in 
1869, and is exceptionally well lo- 
cated. Auyone who knows anything 
about the history of réal estate 
values in New York, for twenty years will 
agree that there has been during that period 
a heavy advance in this and all property sim- 
Uarly situated. The bullding has not been 
allowed to deteriorate in any particular, and 
it would seem that our statement of actual 
cost, $1,914,000, wasa very conservative fig- 
ure. 0 

Holbrook Hall, now called the Yosemite, on 
this item a loss has been made. Briefly the 
facts are these: In 1882 we made a loan on 
this property when in course of construc- 
tion, andafter the manto whom the loan 
had been made spent not only his means, a 
considerable sum, but the money ioaned 
him as well, he failed, and we were obliged 
to foreclose. The cost of the property to us 
after foreclosing was very little more than 
the amount ofthe loan. The work of com- 

leting the structure was then placed in the 

ands of an eminent constructing 
engineer. He supplemented his own 
knowledge by employing an archi- 
tect, and the  bulidin was finished. 
It was filled with a desirable class of tenants 
and would have paid a fair return on its cost 
but for two errors which could not have been 
before seen, and which do not justly subject 
the Finance Committee.to the charge of mak- 
ing a bad investment of money. In carrying 
outa theory of fire-proof construction, the 
architect made the same error precisely that 
the architect of Vice-President Morton’s 
hotel, the Shoreham, at Washington, did, and 
voth buildings had to be reconstructed for 
substantially the same reason. 

The mistake of the architect in each case 
was in creating such a condition that dry- 
rot 8 destroyed the timbers, and the 
build shadto be vacated at onze. It was 
then discovered that in addition the foun- 
dation to Holbrook Hall, put in oy the men 
whofirst obtained the loan, was insecure 
and asa nal result the whole structure had 
to come down. It was then rebuilt under 
the supervision of McKinmead and White on 
the most approved lines, and there is not a 
finer structure of its class in this country to- 
day. The absolute loss to us there was ap- 
Sr r the cost of the first building. 

his was charged off and entered the proper- 
ty In our annual statement at the cost of the 
present building and ground. The figures, 
$729, 066. The appraisers of the 
insurance department refused to 
accept, $480,000 was named instead and 
entered inthe insurance department’s find- 
ings. It is proper to add that on our basis of 
rentalthis property will yield when fully 
rented, a net income of 6% per cent on the 
value placed upon it by the insurance de- 
partment, and would yield a little more than 
per cent on our valuation, $729,066.

AGENCY MANAGEMENT. 

Under the head of agency management, the 
superintendent of insurance says that funds 
of the company to the extent of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been advanced to 
these agents without interest, and upon in- 
sufficient security to persons unfamiliar with 
the life insurance business. And this 
Statement would seem to indicate the 
worst possible management of our agency 
department. The facts ought, therefore, to 
be fully ex plain d. The general system 
upon which adv neces have been made to 
agents by this coiapany and by other life 
companies may be illustrated as follows: 


The figures used being merely illustrative, 
— 8 the terms ofan actual existing con- 

ract. 

The company we will say, enters into a 
contract with Brown, whois general agent 
for a State, that he shall receive a com- 
mission of 25 per cent of the first year’s pro- 
mium on all policies paid by him anda re- 
newal commission of 5 percent on each re- 
newal 2 on each policy. Brown, 
of course, finds it necessary to em- 
ploy Jones and others as sub-agents and he 
ordinarily pays them the 25 per cent commis.- 
sien allowed him by the company on first 
year’s premiums, rown relies upon his re- 
newed commission for his own compensa- 
tion, but while he continues in active service 
he is frequently allowed to draw on a fixed 
amount against commissions for his livin 
expenses, such amount being regulate 
by the circumstances of the case. As 
competition increases, finds that in order to 
retain Sub- Agent Jones he will be obliged to 

more than 2% per cent commission. To 

o this, Brown is obliged to make a new ar- 
rangement with the company. Instead of 
increasing Brown's first year’s commission 
(the company agrees to advance to him a 
sum equ to renewals, or 10 per cent,) on 
bu siness secured by Jones. and to hold all of 
Brown's future renewal commissions under 
the contract as security for the advance. 
Brown is now able to pay Jones 35 per cent 
commission and so retain his services, but at 
the end of the year Brown is apparently in 
debt to the company in an amount eq to 
10 per cent of all first year premiums secured 
by Jones, and the ger the business the 
larger the apparent debt. This will con- 
tinue until such time as the old business 
kept on the books grea exceeds the 
amont of new business annually done. In 
a rapidily increasing business this result will 
not reached for severalyears, but if the 
total amount paid to Brown not exceed - 
ed what the business was actually worth, the 
time will come when the missions accru- 
ing under this contract will exceed the total 
cost of the year’s business. Brown’s busi- 
ness from this time forth will reqgeire a less 
expenditure on the part of the company, and 
in proportion to its volume, than heretofore, 
and his so-called indebtedness, which ap- 
pears under his contract, will disap r more 
rapidiy than it accumulated. at which time 
Brown will realize the profit for which he has 
worked.

Mr. LaMotte Takes the Stand in the

HE TELLS WHAT HE KNOWS OF MR. 
SOULARD’s WILL. 


The Piaintifis Produce Witnesses to Tes- 
tify That Mr. Soulard Was of Unsound 
Mind—Dr. Gregory Declares the Man’s 
Mental Faculties Unusually Good for 
His Age—Court News. 


The hearing of the Henry G. Soulard will 
contest case was resumed in Judge Valliant’s 
court to-day. There wasa large attendance 
of visitors when court opened. The first wit- 
ness called was Mr. George W. Taussig, the 
attorney, who was put on by the plaintiffs. 

Did you at any time, during the year 1888, 
prior to Nov. 6, have occasion to call on Mr.

teristic . of a powerful nerve poison, is it a 
wonder if such drug, when, in spite of the warnings 
on the part of various organs, excessively and per- 
sistentently used, finaily produces one or the other 
form ofinsanitv? * * * That tobacco really does 
cause ipsanity is evidenced by the magic effec: seen 
in some cases after the discontinuance of the drug, 
when the patient s condition is still such thatthe is 
not wholly inaccessible to reason and has wil! power 
enough to abandon the habit. Thus I have seen that 
beginning melancholia with suicidal impulses, 
ballucinations of various kinds, forced actions, de- 
sides, the precursory symptoms of insanity, such as 
insomnia, crying speils, praecordial anxiety, fear of 
impending evil, that something is going to hap- 
pen, v@rtigo, beginning impairment of memory 
and judging power, and even the lowering of the 
moral tone, All of which and a Dost of others were 
attributable to chronie tobacco intoxication, disap- 
peared after freedom from the habit was established. 


CIGARETTE SMOKING. 

Referring to the ‘‘fatal’’ habit of cigarette 
smoking, fatal to the individual himself 
and pernicious to the coming generation, 
the doctor says:

Possibly it ison this sccount that 
moral and intellectual biight befalls so often the 
juvenile habitue and that the adult victim in time 
decomes figdety and cranky, sometimes barely adie 
to move along the narrow strip of the borderiand of 
insanity.

In a foot note on the use of coca, Dr. 
Bremer forcibly expresses himself in this

The pernicious influence of this drug is also spread- 
ing at an alarming pate among the well-to-do. The 
various proprietary pre tiens which go by the 
name of Wine of Coca, and which, to the detri- 
ment of many. have been indorsed by physicians in 
good standig. are constantly working havoc among 
neurotic persons who believe they can take this kind 
of wine with the same impunity as they can alcoho! 
in some form. Only too late they find that one tabie- 
spoonfal of the stuff calls for another, and thats 
constant vague, half-conscious feeling of misery 

usbes them with the relentiessness of fate to the 
— bottle. Why do net the physicians, H cucs 
is indicated, use the reliable fluid extract and have 
it en in Madeira wine instead of aiding and abet- 
tink a nefarious trafic, whieh they do by prescribing 
the propfietary wimes of coca? 

The doctor's views in sagas to the results 
of tobacco, coca and alcohol on the system 
are based on his observations at St. Vincent’s 
Insane Asylum covering a period of several 


years.

TWICE AS MUCH AS THEIR RIVALS.

Almost Four Times as Many Trotters as 
Runners Sold During 1891-—Ont of 
Nearly 6,000 Sulky Horses Put Up at 
Auction, but Fourteen Bring $5,000 
or Over—Sporting News. 


Lexincror, Ky., Feb. 6,—During 1891 both 
the thoroughbred and trotting horse enjoyed 
a boom in the auction sale ring, but while the 
trotters summed up more in totals, the 
thoroughbred not only sold for a greater aver- 
age but in this respect beat any other year in 
the annals of breedingin America. All told 
there were 1,885 more trotting bred horses 
sold between the period of Jan. 1, 189, to 
Jan. 1, 1892 than thoroughbreds, but they 
only brought $152,370 more and averaged 
$586.67 less. Combined no less than 5,506 
horses were sold at auction in 19891 and they 
brought a total of $3,309,420, an average 
ofa shade over $601. In 1890 those of both 
breeds thus sold reached a number of 4,235 
horses, while the amount realized was $3,726, - 
641, an average of a trifie over $778. This 
shows a decrease in average of $167, but both 
in horses and amount of mopey realied 1891 
beats 1890—in horses 1,271, and in money 
$12,579. As an excuse for the falling off in 
average the 1,271 more head of horses on the 
market seem sufficient, as both records, so 
far as highest prices are concerned, were 
eclipsed last year, St. Blaise bringing more 
money than any thoroughbred yet disposed 
ofat auction, while Anteeo holds the same 
distinction in the trotting-borse class. 
The remarkable growth of both — in- 
terests comes, however, in the totals of the 
two years last past, which shows that the 
auction sales for twenty-four months foot up 
$6,606,261, for 9,841 horses sold, which shows 
anaverage of $600 for each horse that the 
hammer has fallen on during the period 
named on American soil. The phrase 
corn is king’’ is as old asthe hills, but the 
merry-go-round of time es the quotation 
now irrelevent, as it is the“ blood horse, not 
the food that he soloves, that has become 


king at last. Figures always tell the story,

hands in twenty-four months. Can it last? 
asks the doubting Thomas, and especially is 
this directed towards the trotting horse. In 
reply to this question itis only neeessary to 
say, with the growing horse interests the 
world is also growing. New faces are to be 
seen on the promenade of every walk in life, 
when one drops out of the business three or 
four others fall in line. That noted horse 
authority, the late B. G. Bruce, predicted 
years ago thatin his lifetime a horse would 
sell at auction for $100,000. He missed his 
guess, but his prophecy came to pass before 
the grass had grown green over his last rest- 
ing place.

Now the horses which 
race off and on during the winter months are 
able to keep the pace throughout the sum- 
mer, and are less able to ailments than 
those horses which have been rested for 
months and then wound up by a severe prep- 
aration for racing purposes.

EXPERIMENTAL SURGERY. 


Portions of a Man’s Scull Removed to Cure 
Idiocy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—If a novel 
surgical operation, which was performed 
here yesterday, is successful there will be 
one idiot less in the world. Ex-Surgeon- 
General William A. Hammond, assisted by 
three surgeons, opened the skull of an im- 
becile, removed a large amount of bone, 
closed the skulland expects that the patient 
Will not only recover, but will bea level- 
headed man. This is the first operation of 
the kind ever performed upon an adult. 

A reporter saw Gen. Hamilton last night 
and asked who the patient was. He refused 
to give his name, but said that he was the 
son of a prominent foreign family.

Course of the Week’s Trading in the 
Metropolis. 

During the past week, the course of busi- 
hess atthe Stock Exchange has been quiet, 
irregular and, on the whole, toward lower 
prices. The market bas, for the moment, 


faljen into the hands of the professional 


traders, amomg whom, as usual,the ‘‘bear’’ 
temper predominates. The outside public 
and the larger bull operators seem willing 
that matters should take this course fora 
while. They have realized handsome profits 
on the January advance; and, in the absence 
ofany very pronounced ‘‘bull’’ feeling at 


the present stage, they deem it good tactics 
to withold thelr pupport and permit the 
bears“ to knock several points off prices 
and then take in new lines fora fresh ad- 
vance, 

The extraordinary easein the loan market 
can hardly possibly fail to produce an active, 
if not excited, speculation. When an ex- 
treme ease in money comes concurrently 
with a general depression in business it may 
tall to develop speculation; but when—as is 
the case at present—it happens along with 
large crops anda healthy state of affairs at 
large, it almost inevitably carries along with 
ita general rise in the value of securities as 
well as of other investments. There are two 
especially potent monetary influences at 
present acting asa lever on the market. In 
the first place, the farmers are devotinga 
large amount of the proceeds of their abun- 
dant crops to the liquidation of their farm 
loans, Which has the double effect of creat- 
ing a fresh demand for investments from the 
holders of the liquidated mortgages and of 
causing a large accumulation of currency at 
this and other Eastern centers. This move- 
ment is one of the main causes of 
the continued extraordinary influx 
of money from the interior. 
In the next place, the accumulation of large 
floating balances at this and other seaboard 
cities is producing a depression of the rate of 
interest on call loans which is appalling to 
the banks and to other financial institations, 
and that induces a demand for the dividend.
